NEW YORK — Americans, at

Says Public

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presidcnt 


Kennedy and his party leaders in 
Congress bore down on national 
defense and foreign aid in an hour 
and a half conference today. 


House Speaker Sam Rayburn, 


D-Tex., predicted that the Ameri- 
can people will pay whatever is 
necessary in defense costs to meet 
what he called the increase in the 
Soviet Union's "attacking budg- 
et." 


The Senate Democratic leader, 


Sen. Mike Mansfield of Montana, 
agreed with that. And he said he 
believes that more support is 
swinging behind Kennedy's $4.8- 
billion foreign aid program as a 
result of Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev's saber rattling. 


Rayburn 
said 
that 
Kennedy 


wants the people to know that 
Khrushchev has "increased 
his 


defense 
budget, 
his 
attacking 


budget by 30 per cent." He added 
that "Kennedy has ben criticized 
for raising his defense budget only 
5 per cent." 


What is going to grow out of 


this situation, Rayburn said, we 
don't know. 


"But whatever it takes," he 


said. "I think the American people 
arc willing to pay for the defense 
of this country." 


He said that Kennedy did nol 


indicate that he svas ready at this 
point to ask for any increase in 
defense funds.

rean Red Cross said today J14 
persons were killed and 13 arc 
missing when a clam burst at the 
small community of Namwon, 150 
miles south of Seoul. 


A Red Cross spokesman said 


the death toll could go higher. He 
reported 220 houses were washed 
away and 203 destroyed in the dis- 
aster caused by several days of 
torrential rains. 


The Red Cross said it was rush- 


ing food and clothing to the strick- 
en community of 20.000. 


Two villages besides Namwon 


were reported flooded when wa- 
ters from the leback Myun reser- 
voir burst through an irrigation 
dam.

Retired AP 
Official 
Dies at 66 


IRVINGTON-ON-HUDSON, N.Y. 


(AP>—Lloyd Straton, Gfi, who rc- 
ired May 1 as corporate secre- 
tary of The Associated Press aft- 
er an AP career of 41 years-, was 
found dead at his home today. 


His death 
was attributed to 


coronary 
thrombosis. He 
had 


been in ill health with a variety 
of ailments in recent years, in 
eluding a heart attack which led 
to a mild stroke. 


Stratton had just returned to 


his home here from Jamaica, 
British West Indies, whore he was 
preparing a new home on four 
shorefront acres. 
While in Ja- 


maica he was treated for a gas- 
trointestinal disorder. 


Stratton held a number of po- 


sitions with The AP through the 
years. But. he was perhaps best 
inown for his work as assistant 
general 
manager who directed 


expansion of AP services to 3,000 
newspapers and broadcasting sta- 
tions in 80 foreign countries after 
World War II. 


He also played a leading role 


in the introduction of such AP de- 
partures as bylines, livelier writ- 
ing, 
features, 
cartoons, pictures, 


wirephoto 
radio 
service 
and 


background 
and 
interpretive 


writing. 


Stratton was a native of Kansas 


who began his newspaper career 
as a carrier boy on the Winficld 
Courier in 1900. He rose through 
various positions to become edi- 
tor before joniing The AP at Kan- 
sas City in U)20.

reaus at Oklahoma City Lincoln 
and Omaha, Neb., Chicago and 
New York. 


After transfer to New York in 


1925, he held successively the 
posts of feature editor, news edi- 
or, executive assistant, assistant 
eneral manager and corporate 
ccretary.
